Jim Howell, owner 
of A & J, said that his decision 
to return to version 1 was based 
on the fact that Entrepo, the 
maker of the wafers and drive 
mechanisms for version 1, are 
now in a more stable position 
financially. That was his main 
reason for going to version 2. 
He was worried about losing the 
supply of wafers if Entrepo went 
uncer. He has also put an extra 
< feet on his printer cable, 
Making it 6 feet long. He said 
that if someone wanted a longer 
cable, it would have to be spec- 
ially made and would cost around 
#35 for a 1@ foot cable. 
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SINCLAIR RESEARCH-has not been 
sold out after all. According toa 
reports, Sir Clive is still in 
charge and thanks to a huge ord- 
er from a large department store 
chain in England (#2@ million 
over a period of time) the comp- 
any may pull through. With the 
US market about to be hit with a 
big ad campaign, the company may 
yet make a comeback.

EXTENDED FROBLEM

Extended cables on the 204@ 
printer may run into problems 
when used with a TS 1080 comp- 
uter equiped with a large key- 
board. 


The first sumptoms of a problem 
showed up when I connected my 
extended cable printer to the 
1@@@/Cricket House Keyboard. All 
keys worked fine except the 
Shifted S, D, F and G. There was 
no action at all on these keys. 


My first idea was to reduce the 
signal coupling between wires in 
the reund ehielded 3’ cable, A 
new 13 wire flat cable was in- 
stalled with a ground wire bet~- 
ween each signal wire. This was 
an improvement, bringing all 
keys to life except the Shifted 
S. 


The next step was to try a dif~ 
ferent EB resistor for FREQ. 
Cricket House supplies a set of 
S resistors about of S6k OHMS ta 
parallel the regular 1@k KB 
resistors, I found that a 1.5K 
resistor at EB@, which is the 
Shift key resistor, did the 
trick. Now I am able to use the 
large keyboard connected to the 
1008 computer with an 18" cable 
and the 2@4@ with a 3’ cable.

This program was designed for 
use by anyone who uses a micro 
drive and would like an organ 
ized index. Others may want to 
use it as a model to design an 
indexing system for disk or 
even cassette. 


The first program is the wafer 
directory. With it you will be 
able to list up to 45 wafers 
by number and title. After the 
main menu has LOADed, you can 
add, edit or LOAD an index for 
a particular wafer. 


The second program is the in-~ 
dividual index, to be used for 
each wafer im the directory. 
After this one has been LOADed 
you can add or change, SAVE or 
go back to the main menu to 
select another index. This 
program will be used for all 
wafers. 


If you ane not one who wants 
to or enjoys typing in your 
own programs, I will make 
available, a copy of both of 
these programs on your choice 
of wafer types for the modest 
sum of #$7.5@, including the 
wafer. 


First, type in the main menu 
program, make sure it runs, 
and SAVE it on your wafer. 
Then, type in the individual 
wafer index, check it for 
errors and SAVE it right after 
the main menu on the wafer. 
Save the index as many times 
ae you have wafers to index, 
up ta 45. 


Now, to set it up and get it 
running. LOAD the main menu, 
BREAK into basic and LIST 32. 
Follow the instructions there 
to add names to the existing 
numbers of the directory. You 
must then SAVE the completed 
directory onto a fresh wafer. 


Next, LOAD the index program 
and type in "A/C" to add the 
names of the files or programs 
on the wafer. Be sure to 


change the wafer number in ) 


LINE 6@, and the SAVE "@#," ain 
LINE 17@ for each wafer you 
set up. If you are not used to 
SAVEing more than 9 files ona 
wafer, just open your users’ 
manual to the CHARACTER SET 
appendix and use the symbols 
that come after 9 to SAVE each 
file past 9. That is, :, 5 etc. 


I hope that these programs 
prove useful to you. If you 
have any trouble with the 
LISTings or operation of them, 
just write or call and I will 
be glad to help you.
